The Contractor shall provide and deliver high grade fuel to the U.S. Embassy Kyiv, Ukraine, as
described in this solicitation. The contract type will be a fixed price with economic price
adjustment indefinite quantity/indefinite delivery under which may be placed firm fixed-price
delivery orders. The price listed below shall include all labor, materials, insurance (see FAR
52.228-4 and 52.228-5), overhead, profit, and transportation necessary to supply and deliver the
Petrol: A-95, IV-Euro and Diesel Euro-1V: winter type, Arctic -30C and summer type to
the American Embassy. In consideration of satisfactory performance of all scheduled services
required under this contract, the Contractor shall be paid a firm fixed-price for each delivery.
The Contractor shall be compensated monthly upon receipt of a proper invoice for all deliveries
made under delivery orders during the month.

A. VALUE ADDED TAX

VALUE ADDED TAX. Value Added Tax (VAT) is not included in the CLIN rates. Instead, it
will be priced as a separate Line Item in the contract and on Invoices.

I. Scope of Work

For each year of the contract, the U.S. Government guarantees a minimum order of 10,000 liters
of Petrol: A-95, IV-Euro, 5,000 liters of Diesel: summer type V- Euro and 5,000 liters of
Diesel: winter type, Arctic -30C. The maximum amount of fuel ordered under each year of the
contract shall not exceed 500,000 liters of Petrol: A-95, IV-Euro, 999,000 liters summer type
IV- Euro and 500,000 liters of Diesel: winter type, Arctic -30C.

The Contracting Officer may issue oral orders that will be confirmed in writing.

The fuel provided will be Petrol: A-95, IV-Euro; Diesel: summer type 1V- Euro and Diesel:
winter type, Arctic -30C. For supply and delivery of the fuel, the Contractor shall be paid the
fixed price per unit as listed above. This price is not to exceed any market rate, set in city of
Kyiv, Ukraine.

Delivery:

The Contractor shall deliver fuel to the U.S. Embassy located at 4 Igorya Sikorskoho St,
Kyiv, Ukraine. Delivery must be made between the hours of 8:30 -17:30 through Monday to
Friday. The Contractor shall promptly deliver the oil by tanker truck on the date and time that
are specified on delivery orders issued under the contract but no later than 2 days after the order
was placed. Any contractor personnel involved with the delivery of the oil shall comply with
Embassy regulations for receiving supplies. The Contracting Officer's Representative (COR) will
be responsible for instructing contractor personnel at the time deliveries are made. The driver of
the tanker truck must submit an invoice to the COR for approval at the time any delivery is
made.

Price Adjustment:

(@) The unit price per 1 liter of Petrol: A-95, IV-Euro; Diesel: summer type V- Euro or
Diesel: winter type, Arctic -30C may be adjusted based on increases or decreases in the market
price of fuel. This price adjustment becomes applicable only if the market price changed for
10% or more.

(b) To request an adjustment in price, the Contractor must provide written notification of the
price change to the Contracting Officer at least one week before the new price is to be effective.
This notification must be accompanied by written report with current rates for fuel in Ukraine for
the term of minimum one week. The officer or general partner of the Contractor having overall
responsibility for the Contractor's affairs shall certify the submission by written signature.



(c) The U.S. Government will make no adjustment to the contract price that relates to any
wages, overhead, fixed costs, general and administrative expenses, materials, or profit. Only the
amount which is a direct result of an increase or decrease in the price of fuel to be delivered
under this contract shall be considered by the U.S. Government as the basis for contract price
adjustments.

(d) The Contractor may not request an adjustment under this clause after final payment has been
made under this contract.

€The U.S. Government will make no adjustments in contract price due to currency devaluations
or fluctuations in exchange rates.

()  QUALITY ASSURANCE AND SURVEILLANCE PLAN (QASP)

This plan provides an effective method to promote satisfactory contractor performance. The
QASP provides a method for the Contracting Officer's Representative (COR) to monitor
Contractor performance, advise the Contractor of unsatisfactory performance, and notify the
Contracting Officer of continued unsatisfactory performance. The Contractor, not the
Government, is responsible for management and quality control to meet the terms of the
contract.

The lowest price will be determined by multiplying the offered
prices times the estimated quantities in “Prices - Continuation of SF-1449, block 23”, and
arriving at a grand total, including all options. The Government reserves the right to reject
proposals that are unreasonably low or high in price.

(d) Responsibility Determination. Responsibility will be determined by analyzing
whether the apparent successful offeror complies with the requirements of FAR 9.1, including:
